CHESTER deſcribed. 


HE antient City oF CursTrR, 

which Ptolemy calls DRUN ANNA, 
and Antininus, Dxva, from the river 
on the banks of which it ſtands: the 
Britons, Carr LEOION, CAER I. LEON 
Fawa, CakR Liteon ar Dpyrx Dwy, 
that is, the camp of the great legion 
on the Dee; it is now called CHESTER, 
or WesT CuzsTen, from its weſterly 
ſituation, It is fituate in weſt longi- 
tude, 20 degrees, 23 minutes; and in 
latitude, 53 degrees, 15 minutes; and 
is 192 miles ſrom LenDboNn, 
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CHESTER was a place of. great con- 
ſequence in the time of the Romans, 
and to them we owe the art of Chee/e- 
making. The famous twentieth legion, 
ſtiled Valeria, and Victrir, being pla- 
ced here, after the «defeat. of Boadicea, 
by Suetenius; Julius Agricola formed a 
colony here, and called it Colonia Devana. 

There have been ſeveral Roman altars 
found here; one now in the poſſeſſion 
of Mr. Dyſon, erected by Flaviu s Lon- 
g45, tribune of the victorious twentieth 
legion, and his fon Longinus, in honour 
of the emperors Diocletian and Maxi- 
mian. Another was diſcovered in 1653, 
(now at Oxjord) inſcribed to Jupiter. 
The Statue of Mithres, in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the late Rev. Mr. Praeſcot, 
was found here ſome years ago, and 
a beautiful alcar, hy pocauſt, and other 


Reman antiquiries vere found in the 


Llc field in 1779. 1 
The Coins of Veſpaſfan, Trajan, Had- 


rian. Conſt antinus, and other Roman Em- 
perors have been diſcovered here. The 


Roman Legions quitted this Iſland in 4483 
afterwards "the Cir ty Was governed by the 
Britons, until the Saxon 0 nqueſt. Etbel- 


rid King of Northumbria, conquered it 


in 607, and put to Death 1000 of the 
M onks 
ien Nerat Street 
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Monks of Basgor, who came with Broch- 
mail Vebicbree to its Aſſiſtance. Egbert 
about the Year 828, wrelted it . the 
Britiſh. Prince Mervyn, and his Wife 
Ehlbt. The Dauiſo Pirates wintered here 
in 895, but were driven hence by Al- 
fred the Great. It was reſtored about | 
907, or 908, by the celebrated £Etbel- 
fleda; who was the daughter of King | 
Alfred, and wife to Ethelred, Earl of | 
Mercia; who after the death of her $ 
huſband governed Mercia, and received 3 
the titles of Loxp and Kino, and hav- 
ing erected nine caſtles 1n different 
parts of the kingdom, died at Tam- | 
worth in 922. t 

King Edgar, in the year 973, was 
rowed in triumph from his palace on 
the ſouth bank of the Dee, oppoſite 
the caſtle, to the monaſtry of St. Jobn, 
(now the pariſh church of St. Fobn) by © 
eight kings. 

In the "following century 1t was ra- 
vaged by the Dazet and Edmund Iron 
Sides being driven out, it was poſſe] Iced 'Y 
by Canute in 10.6. It was Akt terwards | 
poſſeſſed by the Earls of Mercia, until = 
the Norman conguelt in 1066. ; 

Higden, in his Polychroxicon, ſays, In 
this Oe ben ways under erthe, with vowtes 
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and fone workes wonderly wrought thre 
chambred werks. Grete flones I grave 
with olde mennes names therein. There is 
alſo Julius Cxzak's name wonderly in 


ones grave, and other noble mennes names 


alſo, with the wrytynge about: But of 
theſe there are no traces now remaining. 

Lucian the monk, who lived almoſt 600 
years ago, ſays much in praiſe of this city; 
and Drayton in his Polyolbion, celebrates 
the County thus, 


Of all our Counties She the Place of Palatine doth hold, 
And thereto hath her Hi RecaLtrits enroll'd ; 


. * Beſides, in many Fields ſince conguering Wlli am came, 


* Her People ſhe hath proy'd, to her eternal Fame : 
© All Children of her own, the Leader and the Led, 


The mightieſt Men of Bone in her full Boſom bred, 


CHESTER, with reſpect to its fituation, 
the ſalubrity of the air, the ſingular con- 
venience of the Rows, the delightful plea- 
ſantneſs of the walls, and the proſpects 
of the adjacent country ; merits the no- 
tice of the man of taſte, claims the at- 
tention of the antiquary, and courts the 


admiration of the ſtranger. 


The city is of a ſquare form, which evin- 
ces its Origin to have been Roman, being 
in the figure of their camps; with four 
gates facing the four points; four _ 

: * pa 
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pal ſtreets, and variety of leſſer, croſſing 
the other at right angles, dividing the 
whole into leſſer ſquares. 

The gates were formerly placed under 


the protection of certain great men, who 


held lands within the County Palatine. 
The Eaſt Gate was held by the Earls 
of Oxford. The Weſt or Watergate, by the 
Earls of Derby. The North Gate by the 
Chief Magiſtrate. And the South, or Bridge 
Gate by the Earls of Shrewſbury. 
A ſuite of rooms are yet reſerved in 
a houſe near the Bridge Gate, for the re- 
ception of the Earl of Shrew/bery. 
Each Earl appointed a ſerjeant of mace 
to attend the Mayor, Mr. Crewe of Crewe 


who lately diſpoſed of his property of the 


Eaſt Gate, till retains his right of ap- 
pointing a ſerjeant of mace. The Earl 
of Derby ſold. his property of the Water- 
gate to the Corporation. 
The ſtructure of the four principal 
ſtreets is without parallel; they run direct 
from eaſt to weſt, and north to ſouth, 
and were excavated out of the earth, and 
ſunk many feet below the ſurface; and 
were once conſiderably deeper, as the Ro- 
man pavement is often diſcovered at the 
depth of four feet beneath the modern. 
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Probably, before the preſent pavements 
were laid, all the aſhes, foil, building-rub- . 
biſh, and other adventitious matter, being 
ſuffered to remain in the ftreets, might 
occaſion their preſent elevation. The ve- 


ry great benefit. which the farmers find 


in laying the manure, collected in the 
ſkreets, upon the land, has been one means 
of keeping great towns cleaner, and con- 
ſequently more wholeſome, than they were 
formerly ; for within the memory of per- 
ſons living, farmers were uſed to receive 
a ſhilling for carrying a load of muck 
from out of this city, at preſent they pay 
for it half a crown a load. 
The carriages are driven far below th 

level of the kitchens, on a line with ran- 
ges of ſhops, over which paſſengers walk 
in galleries, which are called Th? Rows, 
in which are ranges of ſhops, and ſteps to 
decend into the ſtreet, They are com- 
modious for tranſacting retail buſineſs, 
accommodating the people with a fecu- 
rity from wet, or heat, and affording a 


fine dry walk of conſiderable” extent ro 
the aged and infirm, 


Cheſter may appear to a ſtranger to be 
but thinly inhabited; becauſe whilit he 
walks in the Row, he. does not ſee the 
people that walk in the oppoſite * 

| anc 
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and in the ſtreet ; yet it contains upwards 
of fourteen thouſand ſeven hundred in- 
habitants. ] 

The principal part of the City is built 
on a dry ſand ſtone rock, and the facts 
. in the following table prove 
Cheſter to be healthy in ſuch an uncom-- 
mon degree, as will aſtoniſh thoſe who are 
beſt acquainted with the general ſtate of 
mortality in large towns.

That the inhabitants of Chefter ſhould 
have near an equal chance of living to 
twice the age of the inhabitants in Len- 
don, and that no large town, as far as 
Inquiries have been hitherto made, ſhould 
approach to a nearer proportion of lon- 
gevity, than as 28 to 40, are aſtoniſhing 
facts ; the center is by far the moſt ſalu- 
brious part of the city; the average of 
deaths within the walls is only 1 in 58, 
a degree of longevity much ſuperior to 
what is in general recorded even of the 
country. The 


* 
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William the Conqueror gave. Cusshixk 
to Gherbodus, a noble Fleming; but he dying, 
he appointed his nephew Hugh Lupus, the 
firſt Norman Earl of Cbeſier, and to him 
he, delegated a great power; made it a 
County Palatine, and inveſted it with ſuch* 
a, ſovereign juriſdiction, that the antient 
Earls held their own Parliaments. 

Hugh Lupus, by virtue of the King's 
Grant, (which runs in theſe words,) euere 
(| totum hunc Comitatum ſibi, et heredibus ſuis 
1 ita libere ad Gladium, ficut ipſe Rex tenebat 
1 Angliæ Coronam, created ſeveral Barons to 
| at him in his councils and government; 
ſome of . which we find upon record, as 
Nigel, Baron of Halton ; Sir William Malde- 
beng, or Malbanc, Barn of Wich Malbanc, 
1 or Nantwich; Richard de Vernon, Baron of 
Wi Shipbroke; Gilbert Venables, Baron of Kinder- 
ton; Hamon de Maſſey, Baron of Dunham Maſ-. 
ti /ey; Warren de Poynton, Baron of Stockport; 
i Euſtace de Monthalt Baron of Monthalt. 
q He converted the Church of St. Wer- 
Burob into an abbey by the advice of St. 
ii Anſelm. He continued Earl 31 years, di- 
| ed the 27th of July 1101, and was buried 
in the Church yard, and afterwards re- 
moved to the preſent Chapter-houſe of the 
Cathedral, where his body was found in 


1724, wrapped in leather, encloſed in a ſtone 
coffin 
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coffin; at the head of the coffin was a 
ſtone in the ſhape of a T, with a Woif's 
head, the arms which he bore, engraven 
on it. 

His Sword of Dignity is preſerved in the 
Britiſh Muſeum ; is in length about four 
feet, and fo unweildy as to require con- 
fiderable ſtrength to brandiſh it with both 
hands. His Parliament was formed of 
eight Barons, who were obliged to attend 
him, and every Baron had four E/quires, 
every Eſquire one Gentleman and every 
Gentleman one Valet. The Barons had the 
power of life and death. This Govern- 
ment continued till the reign of Henry III. 
1237, who reſumed the Earldom, 

Cheſter was probably in the time of the 
Romans, or earlier, a conſiderable port ; 
the Saxon navy was ſtationed here, and 
here was the ſeat of the Mercian Kings, 
About the time of the conqueſt, the im- 
ports and exports were very conſiderable; 
one article of the latter was flaves, ſome 
of which they were probably furniſhed with 


in their frequent wars with the HYelfs ; 


and amongſt the imports, wine was not 
the leaſt conſiderable, according to Lycian 
the Monk, who praiſed its excellent fla- 
vour and "drank it plentifully; and by 


the Old Saxon Law, if any perſons made 


bad 


— 
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bad ale, they were to fit in a chair, full 
of dung, or pay a fine of four ſhillings. 

Hug * Lupus was ſucceeded by his ſon 
Richard, who was drowned in his paſſage 
from - Normandy : he governed .19 years, 
and was ſucceeded by Ranulpb, ſurnamed 
Meſchines, ſon of Margaret, ſiſter to Lupus. 

Ramnulph died at Cheſter, A. D. 1129, and 
was ſucceeded by the heroic Ranulph, II. 
furnamed Geronijs, who having held the 
Earldom 25 years, was poiſoned in 1153. 

He was buried at Che/ter, his ſon Hugh 
II. ſurnamed Cyvelioc ſucceeded him, and 
continued in the Earldom 28 years, he died 
at Leeke, in Staffordſhire, and was buried 
at Cheſter. 

He was ſucceeded by his ſon Raxulyh, 
 furnamed Blandeville, * for his bene; 
volence was ſtiled Ranulph the goed. He 
ferved in the holy wars, and was as ce- 
tebrated as any of the Seven Champions of 
Chriſtendom. After his return, he built 
Beeſton Caſtle in this county. 

This Earl Ranulph, was beſieged by the 
Welſh in the caſtle of Rhudland, and was 
relieved by Roger Lacey, conſtable of Che/- 
ter, who collected a large body of fiadlers, 
muſicians, &c.who were then aſſembled at 
the fair of Hugh Lupus; the remarkable 


priviledge of Thiel Was, that no thief or 
male- 
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malefactor that attended the fair ſhould be 
attached, or puniſhed. 

With this motley crew, Lacey marched 
into Wales, and raiſed the fiege; for which. 
Nanulph rewarded him with full power over 
all the inſtruments of his preſervation, with 
the privilege of /icencing the minſirels. 

' John, ſon of Roger Lacey aſſigned this 
power to the Dutton family, whoſe heirs 
| claimed from the minſtrels four bottles 
| of wine, and one lance, with a fee of 
| four pence halfpenny : and from every 
Meret;ix in the county, and city, cfic:um 
ſuum exercens, tour pence.

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The line of the Earls failing, Henry III 
took the Earldom into his own hands in 
1237, and gave it to his ſon Edward, 
afterwards K. Edward I. who with his fa- 
ther being taken priſoners, by Simon de 
Monford, at the battle of Lewes, 1264. 
in order to purchaſe their liberty, reſigned 
the Farldem to him, who enjoyed it © but 
a ſhort time, being ſlain at the battle of 
Eveſham 1n 1265. 

Edward of Carnarvon, ſon of Edward I. 
was ſummoned to parliament by the title 
of Earl of Cheſter, 1303, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by Edward of Wafer, his ſon, 
in 1322. 

Edward of Woedſficck, commonly called 
the Black Prince, was created Earl, 1233, 
his ſon Richard of Bordeaux, was created 
Earl in 1376, who in the 21ſt year of his 
reign erected this county into a Princi- 
pality ; which honour was of a ſhort dura- 
tion, being repealed in the firſt year of 
Henry IV. 

= wb eldeſt ſon of K. Henry IV. was cre- 
ated Earl of Cheſter 1399, and was ſucceeded 
by Edward, onlv ſon of Henry VI. who was 
murdercd after the battle of T ewkſbury, 
Edward, eldeſt fon of K. Edward IV. was 
created Earl of Chefter 1471, ſoon after the 
murder of the late Earl, and ſucceeded to the 

Throne 
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by the name of Edward V. whe with his 
brother Richard, Duke of York, was mur- 


dered by their barbarous uncle Richard, 
afterwards Richard III. | 
Edward, only ſon of Richard III. with 


created Earl of Cheſter, 1483, and died the 
next Year. Arthur, ſon of King Henry VII 
was created Earl of Cheſter, Ty 9, and was 
ſucceeded by his brother Henry in 1504. 


The next created Earl was Henry Frederic + 
Stuat t, fon of James I. in 1610, who dying 


without Iſſue, was ſucceeded by Charles his 
Brother, in 1616, afterwards Charles I. who 
in 1630, created his ſon Charles Earl of 
Cheſter, afterwards Charles II. 

The next created Earl of Cheſter Was 
George, fon of King George I. 1714; he 
was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon Frederick, 
in 1728, who dying in 1750, was ſucceeded 


in 1751 by his ſon George, his preſent | 


Majeſty. In 1762, George Auguſius Frede- 
rick, eldeſt ſon of his preſent Majeſty, was 
created Earl of Chefter. Having given a 
ſhort account of the Earls of Cheſter, we 
ſhall return to our Hiſtory. 

Here in 1159, Malcolm IV. K. of Scots 
land, ceded to Henry II. all the lands that 
had been wreged from the Engliſh Crown. 


In 1255, Llewelyn ap Gryfiydd, Prince of 


Wales, carried fire and ſword to the gates 


of -

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of Chefler. In 1257, Henry III. ſummoned 
his Nobility, and Biſhops, to attend with 
their Vaſſals at Chefter, in order to invade 
Wales; and in 1275, Edward I. appointed 
Cheſter as the place for Llewelyn to do him 
Homage; whoſe refuſal, ended with the ruin 
of him and his principality ; for in 1300, 


Edward of Carnarvon, here received the fi- 
nal acknowledgement of the FYelſp, to the 


Sovereignty of England ; and in a few years 


- afterwards this inoffenſive Prince was brought 


a priſoner here from Flint Caſtle, Richard 
II. viſited this his favourite city in 1,397, 
and in 1399, he was brought a priſoner, from 
Flint Caſtle, to the Caſtle of Cheſter, which 
Henry IV. had ſeized, and put to death ma- 
ny of his adherents. In Owen Glendower's 
Wars, this city was a Place d' Armes. In 
1459, Henry VI. with Queen Margaret, and 
her ſon Edward, made a viſit here, and bel- 
towed little Silver Swans on the Cheſhire 
Gentlemen, who eſpouſed her cauſe, 
Henry VII. and his Queen came here in 
1493. In the year 1617, Edward Button, 


Mayor, preſented King James I. with a gilt 


cup, and in it a hundred Jacobius of Gold. 
From this time nothing particular happen- 
ed, till the city was involved in the cala- 
mities of a ſiege, in conſequence of its loy- 
alry to Charles I. The ſiege continued twen- 

ty 
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ty weeks, and the beſieged having been 
reduced to eat horſes, dogs, and cats, yield- 


ed the city on February the third, 1645-6, 
on terms that did them great Honour. 
K. Villiam viſited this city in the year 1690. 
here was a mint for the coinage of ſilver, 
in the reign of King William III. and by an 
act then paſſed, Cheſter was one of the fix 
cities in England, where an Aſſay Maſter was 
appointed. This city had for ſeveral cen- 
turies public ſtews, or brothels, which were 
permitted by the legiſlature, and the hou- 
ſes were diſtinguiſhed by having the fronts 
white-waſhed, and their ſigns painted onthe 
walls; they were ſuppreſſed in 1542. 


THE WALLS. 


The WarLLs, which we ſhall now give a 
ſhort account of, are the only entire ſpeci- 
men of antient fortification now inthe King- 
dom. They are built on a ſoft freſtone 
rock, high above the circumjacent country; 
are one mile three quarters, and a hun- 
dred and one yards in circumference, and 
kept in excellent repair by the Murage Du- 
ties, the moſt conſiderable of which is, a 
Duty of twopence, on every hundred

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of Cbeſter. Ethelfleda is ſaid to have encom- 
paſſed the city with. Walls; but ſhe moſt pro- 
bably only repaired the ruined fortifications, 
the whole form of which, plainly appears 
to have been Roman. The old Towers, 
which are within bow-ſhot of each other, 
are ſtill remaining on the north and eaſt 


ſides, i 
We ſhall lead the traveller to this de- 
lightful and pleaſant walk, beginning at the 
Eaſtgale, on the north fide of whichis a flight

of iteps. The beautiful and extenſive view, 
over a fine flat country, interſperſed with 
gentlemen's ſeats, and vilages, is termina- 
ted by the Foreſt of Delamere. The lofty 
tower which ſtands at the angle, is call- 
ed the Phenix tower, and is uſed by ſome 
of the companies of the city, as a chamber 
for buſineſs, The Phenix, the creſt of 
the Painter Stainer's company, is placed on 
the front, with the arms of the other com- 
panies. | 1 
From the leads of this tower, K. Charles 
I. had the mortification to ſee his Army 
under Sir Marmaduke Langdale routed. by 
General Pointz, at the battle of Rowton 
Moor. There are few .places that afford a 
finer proſpect, looking eaſt, or weſt, than 
is ſeen from that part of the walls over 
the Northgate, Proceeding weſterly, 1s an 
exten- 


rh rr e 
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extenſive proſpect over the navigation lands, 
of the hills in Flintſbire, and Denbighſhire ; 
on the ſides of which are beautifully diſtri- 
buted, churches, caſtles, gentlemen's 
ſeats, and villages. The river Dee runs 


between Flintſhire and the hundred of Vir- 


ral, which forms a part of the north 
v.ew. The large projecting tower at the 
angle, is called the Water Tower, which 
formerly jutted into the channel of the 
river, and to its ſides the veſſels were 
uſed to be faſtened by iron rings, infixed 
in the ſtone. This tower was built in 1320, 
and was by contract finiſhed, for the ſum 


of one hundred pounds, by Jobn Helpſtone 


a maſon. 

The Traveller is entertained in a long 
walk, on the weſt fide of the City, by 
views of the ſhipping and port; the /nffr- 
mary; the Roodee, where the races are run; 
the old Nur's gardens, the New Gaol, and 


the Caſtle; the Cauſeway, at the bridge, 
which forms a fine caſcade, and the view of 


the hanging gardens, on the banks of the 
Dee, are particularly beautiful. The eaſt 
view over a rich flat country, of the Broxton 
hills, and Beefon Caſtle finiſhes the walk, 
which for variety of proſpect is not ſurpaſſ- 
ed, probably unequalled, in the Kingdom.

The firſt Goverment of this city by 
1 Mayors, was in the 26th year of King Hen- 
1 ry III. 1242. At which time, Sir Walter 
| Lynnett 18 recorded to have enjoyed that of- 
' fice, and continued in it ſeven years ſuc- 
ceſſively. This city has had the honour 
through a long period of time, to ſee the 
Mayor's ſeat-frequently filled by perſons of 
the firſt rank and eminence ur theſe parts;

A large ſpacious Street, where the mar- 
kets for fowl, butter, and cheeſe are kept, 
which for cheapneſs and plenty, equal moſt 
in the kingdom. It is about 209 yards. in 
length, and in moſt parts 15 yards in 
breadth. On the right-hand fide is Fleſp-

Over- croſs this ſtreet is a magnificent 
arch, erected in 1769, at the expence of 
Richard Lord Groſvenor, upon che ſite where, 
a few years ago, the od Eaſt Gate ſtood 
which conſiſted of two wide arches, of No- 
man architecture; the eaſt fide was cove- 
red by a large tower, of later workman-

upon the great Watling Street road from 
Dover to this place. This was the Gate 
formerly held by the Earls of Oxford. 
Paffing under the Arch, you enter Fore- 
gate, or Foreſt Street, which is a ſpacious

| WATERGATE 
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WATERGATE STREET, 


The 2 or Watergate Street, is in 
length about 429 yards, and about 11 yards - 
in breadth. Omghe right hand ſide is Gt 
Lane, which hag no paſſage through now; 
though it s, communicated with the 
Northgate Street, near the Fiſh Shambles. 

A little below is Crook's Lane, in which 
is the Preſbyterian meeting houſe, and a 
Met bodiſt meeting houſe; lower down, 
is Trinity Lane, at the end of which ſtands 
the church, dedicated to the Holy 7 . 5 
Oppoſite is Weaver's Lane. 

Adjoining to the church is His Majeſty's 8 
Cuſtom Houſe, where attendance is given, 
ſrom nine o'clock in the morning, till two 
in the afternoon ; holy-days excepted. 

Cloſe to the cuſtom houſe is Lower Lang, 
or New Linen Hall Street. Oppoſite is Mi- 
cholas Street. Near this place, was a houſe 
of Grey Friars, which was as antient as the 
time of K. Henry III. Speed ſays it was foynd- 
ed by K. John,” and places the church in 
the eld where the New Linen Hall ſtands; 
Mr. Heſteth's late wine vaults were a part of 
the houſe and were lately taken down. 

A little below is the New Linen Hall, 
built by the Jriſp linen merchants in the 
year 1778. It is a handſome brick build- 


D ing 
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ing, and contains 111 ſhops, encloſing a 
ſpacious Area, SRO AN IT 
In the lower part of the field, where + 
the hall is built, in the year 1779, in form- 
ing foundations for a row of houſes, ad- 
joining to the Malergate, were diſcovered, 
very little below the ſurface, the remains 
of a Roman Hypocauft, and Sudatory, buried 
in their own ruins, | beſides which, was part 
of a Teſſerated pavement, and an elegant 
Roman Altar, dedicated to the God Æſcu- 
lapius; by a ſtandard bearer of the Legio 
Auguſta, or ſecond Legion. The inſcripti- 
on is rendered imperfect by the violence uf 
ed in getting dee e wo? 

The Hypacauft conſiſted of the ſame num- 
ber of like formed pillars, to thoſe which are 
to be ſeen near the Featbers Iun. 2 
The Sudatory ſtood lower down, much 
nearer the gate; the upper floor of which 
was ſupported by twenty-four pillars, com- 
poſed of tiles, nine inches ſquare, and two 
inches thick, filled up with a fine red clay; 
on the top of each pillar, ' was placed a 
tile of two feet ſquare, which ſeemed" to 
have ſupported a double floor of coarſe ce 
ment; round the ſides of the room, there 
appeared to have been a row of tunnel 
bricks, (like thoſe found a few years ago

e Deſcription of Bridge Street. 
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at Wroxeter,) fixed with their upper ends 
level with the ſurface of the floor; each 
tunnel having twd oppoſite mortice holes, 
for a croſs paſſage, to convey the heat more 
regular over the ſweating room. Its pave- 
ment run in a circular Moſaic figure; the 
Teſſeræ of which it was compoſed, were of 
three different colours, viz. A duſky blue, 
a brick colour red, and a yellowiſh white, 
of cubes nor exceeding half an inch, 

The precipitate raſhneſs of the owner 
in diſturbing the materials, prevented many 


perſons from making proper deſigns from 
the whole, as was molt ardently wiſhed, for 


the future ſpeculation of the curious. 
. - Amongſt the ruins were found ſeveral 
tiles; with LEG. XX. VV. ſtamped on them; 
ſome few coins of the Emperors Hadrian, 
and Trajan; alſo horns, of the ſmall red 
deer in entire preſervation, the Altar and 
inſtruments of ſacrifice are in the poſſeſſion 
of John Egerton Eſq. of Oulton with great 
part of the antidquities. | r 
At the lower end of this ſtreet is the Wa- 
tergate, whichwas the gate formerly held by 
the Earls of Derby; the old arch being in- 
commodious, a new ſpacious one was erect- 
ed in the 7 1788, under the direction of 
Mr. Joſeph Turner, Architect; the expence of 
which was paid out of the murage duties. 
D2 Paſſ- 
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Paſſing through the gate on the right 
hand is Crane Street, lately built; on the op- 
poſite ſide is the Roogee, a large piece of land, 
which is incloſed from the river by a ſtrong 
hp. It is here the races We run. 

The Meeting is held in the beginning of 
May, at which time, there are generally four 
or five days diverſion ; one prize is a ſilver 
punch bow], value fifty pounds, being the 
Annual City Plate, and is always run for upon 
St. George's day, old ſtyle; another is a gold 
cup, the gift of the Right Hon. Earl Greſ- 
venor ; another is a purſe value fifty pounds,

The meetings are honoured with compa- 
ny of the firſt rank, and the aſſemblies equal 
moſt in the kingdom. 1 

On the weſt {ide of the Recdee ſtands the 
general work houſe, or Housk or Inpus- 
TRY, where the poor of the ſeveral pariſhes 
are employed, and provided for in a proper 
manner. It is a commodious building, and 
contains generally two hundred perſons. It 
receives the poor from diſtant pariſhes, by 
agreement between the governor and the pa- 
r1ſh Officers, On the north eaſt ſide is Pa- 
radiſe Row, a ſtreet built within theſe few 


years. 
At 
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At a ſmall diſtance are the Quays, Port, 
and Crane, where veſſels of 350 Tons, load 
and unload, carried by the tides along the 
New River. On the wharf are large ware- 
houſes, belonging tothe merchants; and here 
veſſels are built of 3 or 400 tons burthen. 
This new river was cut through a large tract 
of white ſands, in the. year 1735 and 1736, 
(an act of parliament being obtained for that 
purpoſe;) the old river was at that time choak- 
ed up, ſo that veſſels could not come within 
the diſtance of three, or four miles from the 
city. . 

Several thouſand acres of fine land have 
been already encloſed, and good farm hou- 
ſes now ſtand, where the tides flowed a few 
years ago. There are two ferries eſtabliſhed. 
on the river, one at about the diſtance of a 
mile, and the other lower down about five 
miles, which convey the traveller into the 
county of Flint. | | 

Great quantities of cheeſe, (eſteemed the 
belt in England,) coals, and lead, are ex- 
ported, from this port; and from hence dif- 


| ferent nations are ſupplied with large num- 


ber of cannon, the Nima ratio Regum. 
which are caſt at Berſbam near Mrerbam. 
The imports of linen cloth from Ireland 
are very conſiderable, particularly at ihe

A little below the quay, the canal, or 
inland navigation, which extends to Nant- 


wich empties itſelf, and the boatsdeſcending 
through ſeveral locks, enter a large baſon, 
and ſail into the river. 

There is likewiſe a canal cutting through 
a part of the hundred of WÄirral, to join 
the Merſey, which when completed will af- 
ford an eaſy communication with Liverpool, 
and another canal is propoſed to be cut, 
from Shrewſbury, to join the :Chefter Ca- 


nul at about the 6th, mile-ſtone, 
A branch is likewiſe to be cut from the 


river Dee, near the Crane, to the extenſive 
Collieries near Hope and Wrexham. + 
The healthful, and pleaſant walk, down 
the navigation banks to the ferries, deſerves 
a frequent viſit from the man of leiſure; 
nor will the Valetudinarian in many places 
find a finer air, or more agreeable ride, than 
along the encloſed ſands to Blacon point. 


NORTHGATE Sin. 


Northgate Street is in length about 440 
yards, the entrance was for many years, 


much incommoded by a projection of ſhops, 
which 
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which ſunpbeted an ancient. building, called 


the Inner Pentice; and rendered it very 
gerous for paſſengers, at fairs and p 
times; but by a voluntary 9 f 
three hundred pounds by the inha Itants, 
they were taken down, the entrance is 
now commodious. On the right hand fide 
ſtands the THEATRE ROYAL, Which was for- 
merly a Chapel, dedicated to St. Nicholas, 
and Pars. 6 uſed as a common hall. It 
is a very neat and well finiſhed 416-7 6 5; 
plays are performed three times a week du- 
ring the ſtay of the company, which may 
in general be ſaid to be as good as any 
country company of comedians . in the 
Kingdom. The daily market for fiſh and 
vegetables, is held in the ſquare oppoſite 
to the exchange, which is as well ſupplicd, 
and as cheap as in any part of England. 
The ExcaaNnGE is a large handſome pile, 
ſupported by five columns in the center, 
and has a row of ſhops on the welt ſide. 
It was built about the year 1698, in the 
Mayoralty of Colonel Robert N hitley, who 
gave his tolls towards defraying the expen- 
ces of the building. The length is 126 
fcet and the {breadth 46 feet. The courts 
of Juſtice: are held in a large commodious 
common hall over the Exchange, which is 
adorned wich the following portraits.

BRIDGE STREET, 


The ſouth, or Bridge Street, is an en 
ſpacious ſtreet, in length from the Cro/s 
to the Bridge, about 533 yards. The 
houſe at preſent occupied by Mr. Britain, 
was formerly the moſt capital Inn, and 
perhaps the only one in- the city z-known -- 
by the ſign of the Blue Pots, and was the 
ſelne of a remarkable tranſaction. 15 

In the year 1558, Dr. Cole being ap- 
pointed by Queen Mary one of the com- 
miſſioners for proſecuting the proteſtants 
in Ireland; whilſt the Doctor was at Che/- 
ter, he was waited on by the Mayor, to 
whom he communicated the buſineſs that 
he was going about; and taking a leather 
box out of his cloak-bag, ſaid, Here bis 4 
Commiſſion that ſhall laſh the Hereticks of Ire- 
land. The woman of the houſe over-hear- 


ing their converſation, and having a Bro- 
ther 
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ther then in Dublin, was troubled at the 
r intention; and whilft he compli- 
mented the Mayor down ſtairs, ſhe open- 
ed the box, and taking out the conimiſfi- 
on, placed in its ſtead a pack of cards, 
with the knave of clubs uppermoſt. The 
Doctor ſuſpecting nothing, packed up the 
box again, and upon his arrival at the 
Caſtle of Dublin, preſented the box to the 
Lord Deputy and Privy Council, who up- 
on examining the contents, found the pack - 
of cards, with the knave of clubs upper- 
moſk, to the great ſurprize of the Door, 
who affured the deputy and council that 
he bad a commiſſion, but was entirely 1g- 
norant how it was gone. The deputy 
made anſwer, Let us have another Commiſſi- 
on, and we will ſhuffle the cards in the mean 
while. The Doctor in great diſappoint- 
ment returned to court, and obtained ano- 
ther commiſſion ; but before he could re- 
turn again to Ireland, the Queen died, and 
Queen Elizabeth rewarded the woman, 
whoſe name was Elizabeth Edmonds, with a 
1 of forty pounds a year during her 
life. .

and that of no very antient date, ſtood on 


the north ſide of this lane, near the old 


Common Hall, which when entire, ſur- 
rounded a ſquare, and communicated with 


* Watergate Street. It was founded by Sir 


Thomas Egerton, Lord Chancellor of 
England, and Chamberlain of Cheſter. 

On the 5th of November, 1772, this place 
was the ſcene of a dreadful calamity : The 
firſt floor was engaged by George Williams, 
a Puppet-ſhow man ; and at the moment 
he was exhibiting to a very full audience, 


by ſome unknown accident, eight hun- 


dred pounds weight of gunpowder, which 


was lodge in a cellar, or warehouſe be- 
neath, took fire, and blew up three ſto- 


ries. Twenty three people periſhed, and 


eighty-three were much burnt, bruiſed, 


and received broken and diſlocated limbs, 
of which number only three died, and 
thoſe with locked jaws.” 

Near the Plume of Feathers Inn, in this 
ſtreet, is a Roman bath entire, though the 
only part that can be ſeen is the Hypocault, 
which is of a rectangular form, ſupport- 


ed by thirty-two pillars, two feet, ten 


inches and a half high, and about eigh- 
teen inches diſtant from each other. 


Up- 
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Upon each is a tile eighteen inches ſquare, 

and over them a perforated tile, two 
feet ſquare; ſuch are continued over all 
* the pillars, which ſtand on a mortar 
* floor ſpread over the rock, On the 
* ſouth ſide is the vent for ſmoke. Here 
is an anti- chamber, which was the room 
where the ſlaves attended to heat the 
place; in the ſweating chamber above, 
the people uſed to fit during the time 
* of the operation.” 

A little lower, on the right-hand ſide, 
is White Friars, where the Carmelites, or 
white friars, had a convent in St. Mar- 
tin's pariſh; and the antient arches of 
of the gateways towards the ſtreet were 
lately remaining. By a view of the city 
in 1581, the church appears to have ſtood a

ed in the charters of Roger the conſtable, . 
and Henry II. to the canons of Norton. Op- 
poſite to St. Bridget's church is Pepper Street, 
which leads to Newgate Street; oppoſite to 

which is Cuppin's Lane, (from a cupping- 
houſe or bagnio being formerly in that lane) 
which leads to Martin's Aſb; a ſmall croſs 
* call'd Bunce Lane, leads to the caſ- 
dle. | 


E 2 In 
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In the pariſh of St. Martin was a convent 
of Benedifine nuns, dedicated to St. Ma- 
ry, and is ſuppoſed to have originated from 
the monaſtery of St. John, or was a re- 
lique of one of the old nunneries belonging 
to St. Werburgb. This (with other religi- 
ous houſes) was ſuppreſſed in 1537. The 
revenues were, according to Dugdale, ſixty- 
{ix pounds, eighteen ſhillings, and four- 
pence, to Speed, ninety- nine pounds, ſix- 
teen ihillings; and two-pence. The church 
was twenty-two yards long, and fifteen 
broad, and fupported in the middle by 
a row of pillars, The Chapel was nine 
yards by four and three quarters; the 
cloyſtets thirty yards, by twenty. It ſtood 
in the nurſery garden, on the weſt ſide 
of the city, ftill called the Nun's Gardens, 
where veſtiges of the walls and arches are 
yet remaining. 

A conſiderable diſtance lower down is 
Caſtle Street, which leads to the Caftle, St. 
Mary's church, and. Holme Street. At the 
head of Caſtle Street ſtands Glover's Stone, 
which ſeperates the city from the caſtle, 
and is a part of the county, where non- 
freemen may exerciſe their trades, un- 
moleſted by the Corporation, It is here 
the criminals are delivered to the ſheriffs 
of the city for execution; This cuſtom 
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is accounted for only by tradition, that 
when the city by the charter of Henry VII. 
was made a county of itſelf, the citizens 
were ſo tenacious of their privileges, and 
independent right, that they took upon 
themſelves to conduct the criminals to ex- 


ecution, rather than the county officers 


ſnould exerciſe any authority within their 
precincts. | | 
Another tradition ſays, that a felon was 
formerly reſcued in his way to the gallows 
by the citizens ; for which they have had 


the diſagreeable duty inflicted on them 


of executing. all criminals, whether they 
be of the county or the city. 

The Caſtle is compoſed of two parts, an 
upper and a lower, each had a ſtrong gate, 
and round baſtions on each ſide, with a 
ditch, and draw-bridges, and 1t is pro- 


bable was entirely re-built by the Con- 


queror, when he viſited this city, A. D. 
1069. Within the upper Ballium are ſome 
towers of Norman architecture; one is call- 
ed Julius Cz/ar's, in the upper part of which 
has been a chapel, as appears by the ho- 
ly water pot, and ſome figures painted 
on the wall, and ſeems from the elegant 
roof and pillars to have been built at the 
ſame time, and in the ſame ſtile as 


the Chapter Houſe in the Cathedral. The

arfenal, ſtore-keeper's houſe, and ſome bat- 
teries, occupy the remaining part. 

On the eaſt ſide of the lower court 
ſtood the antient SIR Hall, in which 
the courts of Juſtice for the county were 
uſed to be held. It was a magnificent 
building, near ninety feet-in length, and 
forty-five in breadth ; the height very aw- 
ful, and worthy the ſtate apartment of the 
firſt Norman Earl, Hugh Lupus, who re- 
1 quired a hall ſuitable to the greatneſs of 
114 his hoſpitality. Adjoining to this hall was 
It the court of Exchequer, or Court-of Chan- 
Wi cery, of the county palatine of Chefter. 
4 It was the Parliament Houſe of the little 
kings of the Palatinate, and had neat 
Gothic ſeats ſor the abbot, and eight barons. 


Ut!!! But theſe remains of Norman grandeur were 
1 lately taken down, to give place to a moſt 
wy magnificent ſtructure,

built of white ſtone; it contains forty-two 
cells for criminals, and fourteen /o/itary cells 
for condemned perſons. There are five 
yards, each having two day rooms, and 
f a working room, and a pump, with ſe- 
| ptrate appartments for the women, and 
| debtors, The expence of the building will 
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exceed fifty thouſand pounds, which will 
be defrayed by the profits ariſing from 


the jg Weaver Navigation. 
In the upper wards of the caſtle are 


apartments for the Judges, which are 
furnithed at the expence of the Sheriffs 
of the city. 

The caſtle has a Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor, and Conſtable, and 1s garriſon- 
ed by two companies of Invalids, and de- 
fended by a number of large cannon. on 
its ramparts. - 

Below the entrance of Caſtle Straet is 
the antient manſion houſe of the Gamul 
family, where Sir Francis Gamul enter- 
tained the unfortunate monarch Charles 
I. at the time when the city was be- 
ſieged. 

Oppoſite to this is a ſmall lane which 
receives its name from the church of St. 
Olave adjoining, and at a ſmall diſtance 
below is Clayton Lane, which leads to the 
Nine Houſes ; oppoſite to which. is a- lane 
. which leads to St. Mary's church and was 
formerly the road to a poſtern called the 
Ship Gate, or Hole in the Wall, which now 
remains under the city walls, and is a 
large round arch, the only Roman arch 
' remaining in thei: parts. - 

Through 
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Through this poſtern ſeems to have been 
the common paſſage over the river Dee 
before the building of the bridge, (which 
is ſuppoſed to have been built by Ezbelfle- 
da;) either by means of a boat at high 
water, or by fording it at low, the river 
being very ſhallow here. In the field on 


the oppoſite ſide of the river, called Zdgar's 


field, the rock is cut down, and there are 
veſtiges of a road which formerly led to Bo- 
nium, the preſent Bangor. 

In the front of a rock in this field, is 
cut a rude figure of the Dea armigera, Mi- 
NERVA with her bird and altar. Here were 
formerly ſome antient buildings whoſe ſite 
is marked by certain hollows; for the 
ground (probably over the vaults)gave way 
and fell in, within the remembrance of 
perſons now alive. Tradition calls the ſpot 


the ſite of the palace of Edgar, from whence 


he was rowed in the year 973 by eight tri- 
butary Kings, to the monaſtery of St. Jobn 
Baptiſt, and back again to his palace. 

Paſs under the city walls and bridge gate 
(which was formerly the gate held by the 
Earls of Shrewſbury) to the bridge. At 
this end of the bridge are the Corn Mills, 
which with the Cauſeway, were the works 
of Hugh Lupus, and retained to the ſuc- 


ceeding Earls of Cheſter of the royal line. 
They 
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They were leaſed in 1355 by Edward the 
black Prince, at the annual rent of one 


ants were then obliged to grind at theſe 
mills, except the tenants of the Abbot 
of St. Werburgb, and in after times of the 
Dean and Chapter, who had a mill of 
their own at Beach pool, about a mile from 
the city. | 
They were granted for life to Sir How#l 
y Fwyal, for his valour in taking John, K. 
of France priſoner, at the battle of Poictoiers; 
here are alſo the water-works, which by 
an engine. ſupply the city with water, 'for 


oh 


in proportion to the rent of their houſes, 
or their conſumption. : 

A large octagonal tower lately ſtood above 
the gate, it was built in the year 1600, and 

was intended, by raifing the water to a 
ciſtern at the top, to have conveyed it in 
pipes, to all parts of the city: But this did 
not anſwer the purpoſe, and it has been 
taken down. The lane on the right hand 
leads to the ſkinner's houſes, where a very 
extenſive trade is carried on, 

There was likewiſe an outward gate on the 
Handbridge ſide, which had a narrow paſſage 
made through the maſonry, ſufficient only 

; to 


hundred and ninety pounds. The inhabi- 


which the inhabitants pay the proprietors 
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to admit of one perſon at a time. The 
frequent attacks made upon this part of the 
city by the Welſb ſeem to have rendered this 


caution neceſſary. Between the two anti- 


ent round towers, was placed the plume of 
feathers, the Bavpcr of the victorious black 
Prince, and of the ſucceeding Princes of 


Wales. 
The bridge is built upon ſeven arches ; 


the paſſage over it was, till lately very diſa- 


greeable, and dangerous, owing to its be- 
ing too narrow; and the antient gateways 


at each end added conſiderably to its in- 
convenience. 


The ſuburbs on the other ſide of the 
bridge are called Handbridge, by the welſh 
Tre Boeth, or burnt town. At the May Pole, 
the roads divide ; that on the right hand 
leads to Wrexham and Northop, and the 


other to Eaton Boat. 
Deſcription F. the Caurcurs. 


| We now proceed to the deſcription of the 
Churches, of which the CATHEDRAL 1s the 


largeſt. 
It is ſituated on the eaſt ſide of the Northgate 


Street; the principal parts now ſtanding, 


were built in the reigns of Henry the VI.

The 
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The broad aile was begun by the abbot 
Simon Ripley, the initials of whoſe name ap- 
pear on the capitals of ſome of the pillars 
interlaced in Cypher. He was elected ab- 
bot in 148 5. The abby out of which this 
ſee was formed, was of great antiquity. 
It is ſaid to have been originally a nunne- 
ry, founded in 660, by Wulpherns, King 
of the Mercians, for his daughter St. Her- 
burgh, who took the veil, after living imma- 
culate for three years with her huſband Ce- 
olredus. : | 

The pious Ethelfleda reſtored the build- 
ings, and eſtabliſhed a ſet of canons in the 
place of the nuns, 

Hugh Lupus ſuppreſſed the canons, and 
by the advice of Anſelm, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, eſtabliſhed a ſet of Benedictines. 

At the diſſolution, Thomas Clerke the Ab- 
bot ſurrendered, and was rewarded with 
the Deanery. 

The Choir 1s ſeparated from the broad- 
aile by a neat Gothic ſkreen, that ſupports 
the organ ; on the upper part are painted 
the arms of the antient Earls of Che/ter, and 
the epiſcopal bearing, and coats of the 
old Barons. 

The Choir is very neat, and the Gothic 
tabernacle work is carved in an elegant 

man- 
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manner. In the Chancel are four ſtone ſtalls 


for the officiating Prieſts, and a few receſ- 


ſes for the preſerving either the reliques or 
ſacred utenſils. The Biſhop's throne is 
a fine piece of ſtone ſculpture, of curious 
workmanſhip, faid to be the antient ſhrine 
of St. Werburgb, and is richly ornamented. 
with Gothic carving. 

- Round it is a range of little images, de- 
ſigned to repreſent the Kings and Saints of 
the Mercian kingdom. Each held a ſcroll 
in one hand, with the name inſcribed ; but 
the names are now obliterated, Here are 
ſeveral handſome monuments of Biſhops, 


and Churchmen, and one of Sir William 


Mainwaring, a young officer, who was kill- 
ed in the defence of the city, during the 


ſiege. 
In digging a grave for the late Dean Smith 


near this ſpot, a coffin was taken up, hav- 
ing a roof ſhaped lid, and within it was a 
leaden coffin. The curioſity of ſome perſons 
induced them to open it, the body appear- 
ed to oe in fine preſervation, and to have 
lain in a liquor or pickle, which had an a- 
greable ſcent, It is very probable that it 
was che body of Abbot Berchelſey alias H- 
thelles who according to Brotumne Willis ſuc- 
ceeded to the Abbacy in 1291 and died in 


1324, and was buried under a grave ſtone 
| that 
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that had his effigy on it in braſs, in the ſouth 
ſide of the Choir, on his breaſt was placed 
a Crucifixiin emboſſed upon a piece of 
vellum. | 

The Altar piece is of very fine Tapeſ- 
try, repreſenting the hiſtory of Elymas the 
ſorcerer, ſtruck with blindneſs, _ a de- 
ſign of Raphael. In the windows of the 
north aile of the Choir, amongſt ſome 


relicts of painted glaſs, are the arms gene- 


rally given to K. Edward the confeflor; 
and, Azure, three crowns, Or, the enſign 
of the kingdom of the Eaſt Angles. 

Behind the Choir 1s St. Mary's Chapel, 
which was formerly the high Altar, in 
which prayers are read at fix o'clock every 
morning; in the aile leading to which is a 
tomb, of an altar form, faid to contain the 
bones of Henry IVth. Emperor of Germany. 
The rranſepts are of an unequal length; 
the ſouth is very large, and is the pariſh 
church of St. Ofwald. 

This is ſaid to have ſtood on the firſt 
church of St. Peter and St. Paul, which was 
afterwards changed to that of the Holy Tri- 
nity, and finally to the name it now bears, 

On the rebuilding of the church, this 
aile was deſignedly enlarged, and allotted 
by the monks to the neigbouring inha- 
bitants. 
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At firſt, the religious wiſhed to have the 
Wen to themſelves ; ; and on that account, 


built at a diſtance from this aile a Chapel 


called Saint Nicholas's, (now the Theatre 
Royal) and endowed it with a vicarage for 
the uſe of the Laity ; but afterwards, at 
the requeſt of the inhabitants, and by a 


_ compoſition between the Mayor and Ab- 


bot, about the year 1488, they were reſtor- 
ed to the uſe of the church of St. O/wald, 
which they {till retain : Lord Chancellor 
Gerrarde lies buried here, he died in the 
year 1581, his coffin was diſcovered, in 1794. 
and appeared to be quite perfect. 

There is a Chapel of eaſe to this Church 
at Churton Heath, about three miles diſtant. 
This vicarage is in the gift of the Dean 
and Chapter. 

On the north ſide of the broad aile are 
the Cloiſters, which now conſiſt only of 
three walks, and appear by the different 
arms on the roof to have been repaired at 
ſeveral times, from the time of Edward 
III. to that of J/oo!/ey, whoſe arms, with 
thoſe of the See of York, with the Cardi- 
nal's Cap are alſo to be ſeen here. The 
fouth walk has long been taken down, 
there are four arches remaining in the wall 
of this walk under which are interred four 
of the mitred abbots viz. Richard the firſt 


abbot, Milliam the ſecond abbot, Ralph the 
third 
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third abbot, and Robert de Haſtings the ſixth 
abbot. In the eaſt walk is the beautiful 
edifice the CHaPTER Housz, which merits 


a viſit from every traveller. The Veſtibule 


is arched, and ſupported by eight elegant 
Pilaſters; it is thirty-three feet by twen- 
ty-ſeven. | 

The Chapter Houſe is fifty feet long, 
twenty-ſix wide, and thirty-five feet high; 


the neatneſs of the maſonry is remarkable; 


a narrow gallery runs along three parts of 
the room, divided from the windows by a 
triplet of moſt elegant lofty ſlender pillars, 
the roof is of ſtone; the ſprings of the ar- 
ches are ſupported by neat pilaſters with 
palmy capitals ; it is ſurrounded by book 
caſes which reach up to the bottom of the 
windows. It is ſuppoſed to have been built 


by Randal Meſchines, Earl of Cheſter,” who 
died in 1128. 


Here the body of Hugh Lupus was found 
interred wrapt in leather, in 1724, having 


been removed out of the church yard to 


this place. Several others of the Earls of 
Cheſter their counteſſes and the abbots were 
buried here. 


On one fide of the Cloifters ſtood the Fra- 


try, part of which is now the Free School, 


and was founded by K. Henry VIII. for 24 


boys, who are appointed by the Dean and 
F 2 - Chap- 
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Chapter, who likewiſe appoint two maſ- 
ters for their inſtruction. 

In the cloiſters is a flight of ſteps which 
led to the dormitory, and the kitchens and 
cellars belonging to the antient prieſts. 

"The -prefent Biſhoprick was founded by 
K. Henry VIII. It was antiently in the 
dioceſe of Litchfield, until by doom of 
Canon law, all Biſhops were to reſide in 
the greateſt cities in their dioceſe; and 
thereupon, Peter Biſhop of Litchfield A. D. 
1075, removed his feat to Chefter, and 
was ftiled Biſhop of Cheſter ; but Robert de 
Lindſay, his next ſucceſſor leaving Cheſter, 
fixed his ſeat at Coventry, A. D. 1095, 
which was again brought back by Roger 
Clinton, in the reign of Henry I. from which 
time the Biſhops took their titles from 
the places of their reſidence ; and finally, 
in the thirty-third year of Henry VIII. at 
the diſſolution of monaſteries, the King 
ejecting the monks, it was made an 
entire Epiſcopal See. 

There are in it two archdeaconries, Che/- 
rer, and Richmond; it is a ſuffragan to 
York, The dioceſe includes Chefhire, and 
Lancaſhire, a part of Yorkſhire, Cumber- 
land, Weſtmoreland, Flintſhire, and Denbigb- 
ſhire. It is, conſidering its great extent, 


'ohe of the leaſt in value of any in Eng- 
land 5 
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land; the firſt Biſhop, J. Bird having grant- 
ed the manors and demeſnes of the ſee, 
and accepted impropriations in their ſtead. 
It contains two hundred and fiſty- ſix 
pariſhes, one hundred and one of which 
are impropriate. The Biſhoprick 1s va- 
lued in the King's books, four hundred 
and twenty pounds, one ſhilling and eight 
pence; and the clergy pay for their tenths, 
four hundred and thirty five pounds twelve 
ſhillings per annum,

Sr. JOHN's CHURCH, 


The Church of Saint John Baptiſt ſtands 
without the Walls, upon the banks of 
the Dee, on the eaſt fide of the city; it 
was a collegiate church, ſaid to have been 
founded by King Ethelred, in 689, on be- 
ing admoniſhed by a viſion to build it on 
the ſpot where he ſhould find a white 
hind. The legend is repreſented by a 
ſculpture on the weſt ſide of the ſteeple. 

To this monaſtery King Edgar was row- 
ed from his palace. 

The church has been a magnificent pile, 
and claims priority of foundation to any 0- 
ther; the interior part is evidently of Saxon 
origin, the maſſy round pillars which 

54 ſup- 
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ſupported the circular arches, are ſuffici- 


ent proofs of its antiquity. 
When Peter Biſhop of Litchfield remoy- 


ed his epiſcopal ſee to Cheſter, he is 


ſaid to have made this church his Cathedral. 


A great part of the eaſt end was de- 
moliſhed by the fall of the center tower, 
Nor are there any remains of the north and 
ſouth tranſepts, though there are evident 


marks in the wall of the parts to which 


they were joined. The ruins of the cha- 
pels above the old Choir, (which is now 
the pariſh church,) are remarkably pic- 
tureſque, one part of which has been lately 
fitted up, in an elegant manner, and is 
the reſidence of John Twigge Eſq. 

The Cbancel contains, (amongſt ſeveral] 
others) a decayed monument belonging to 
the antient family of the Cozes's, ſome 
time patrons of this church. Alſo a mu- 
tilated figure of a knight templar, who 
by the remaining Arms upon his ſhield, 
appears to have been one of the knight- 
Iy family of Carrington, long ſince con- 
ſolidated with the Booths now Earls of 


Stamford, 5 
Here are ſome handſome monuments be- 


longing to the Warburton family ; like- 


wiſe a flat ſtone inſculped with a flowery 


croſs, on one fide of which is a ſword, 
3 5 with 
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with the following inſcription cut in Saxon ' 

characters, hic jacet Johannes le Sergeum. 
At the diſſolution here were found, a 

dean, ſeven prebendaries, ſeven vicars, two 


clerks, four choiriſters, ſextons and other 
ſervants. Their yearly income in the 
26th, of Henry VIII. was eighty 


eight pounds, ſixteen ſhillings, and eight 
pence, On the eaſt fide of the church 
ſtood the chapel of St. Ann, afterwards 
called Cholmondeley hall, but now totally 
demoliſhed. a - 

On the ſouth fide- of the church yard, 
impending over a high cliff, ſuppoſed to 
be the Radciive of the Deoms-aay Beek, is 
a ſmall Anchorite's cell, dedicated to St. 
James; to which it is ſaid (by Giraldus 
Cambrienſis, that Harold, after his defeat 
at the battle of Haſtings, retired, and end- 
ed his days here. | 

Harolde had maney wweundes, and loſt bys 
« lefte eye wyth the ſirooke of an arrowe, 
and was overcome; and yeſcaped to the 
* countrey of Cheſter, and lived there holylie, 
© as men troweth, an Anker's lyfe, in Saynt 
© Tames cell, faſt by Saynt John's church, 
© aud made à good ende, as yt was knowen 
* by bys laſt confeſſyon.“ 

Some few years ago, in altering this 
cell, the workmen diſcovered two human 
ſkeletons, depoſited in coffin-ſhaped cavi- 
ties, cut in the live rock, Near 
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Near this church was the monaſtery of 
St. Mary, mentioned in Doom's-day book, 
but the ſcite is not now diſcoveravle. 
The church-yard is embeliſhed with the 
pictureſqee ruins of the old chapel, and 
affords a moſt beautiful and extenſive proſ- 
pect; and the bowling green in the groves 
below, is pleaſantly ſituated. 


St. PETER's CHURCH. 


This church ſtands in the center of the 
city, was finiſhed in 1489, and was orna- 
mented with a handſome ſpire, which. 
has been lately taken down ; when it was 
repairing a few years before, a man was 


killed by a fall from the ſcaffold. The 
living is in the gift of the Biſhop. 


TRINITY CHURCH. 


The church dedicated to The Holy 
Trinity ſtands in the Watergate Street, is 
a neat church with a ſpire ſteepje, aad 
has been enlarged and beautified within 
theſe few years. A part of the ſpire was 
lately taken down and rebuilt, having re- 
ceived damage by lightning. Here 1s an 
antient monument to the memory of Tho- 
mas Wooton, Mayor, in 1433; the living 
is in the gift of the Earl of Derby,

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St. BRIDGET's CHURCH, 


This church ſtands on the weſt ſide of 
Bridge Street, is a neat ſmall church; the 


Rectory is in the gift of the Biſhop, 
St. MICHAEL's CHURCH. 


This church ſtands oppoſite to St, 
Bridget's, has been lately beautified, and 
is likewiſe in the gift of the Biſhop, 


St. MARY's CHURCH, 


Stands on the ſouth ſide of the city, 
is very neat, and contains ſeveral antient 
monuments belonging to the knightly fa- 
milies of the Gamuls, and the Troutbecks, 
names, famous in hiſtory, but long ſince 
extinct, The Rectory is in the patronage 


of the preſent Incumbent, the rev. Robert 


Hill, A. M. 
St. OLAVE's CHURCH, 


Is a ſmall neat church, ſituated on the 
eaſt ſide of the lower Bridge Street, and 
is in the preſentation of the Biſhop. 

St. 
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St. MARTIN's CHURCH, 


Stands in the ſouth weſt part of the 
eity; and is a ſmall Rectory in the Bi- 
ſhop's neg. | 


CHARITIES. 


In ſpeaking of the oRHARITIEs in this 

City, we ſhall begin with the Infirmary, 
which is a handſome Pile of building, 2 
tuate on an airy pleaſant ſpot, on the 
weſt ſide of the city: It was opened on 
the 17th day of March, 1761, and has 
been ſupported by a ſubſcription, and be- 
nefactions, that bs honour to the city and 
its environs, The humane attention 
-and care, which the patients receive from 
the Gentlemen of the faculty, juſtly enti- 
tles them to publick thanks. 
The portrait of Doctor William Strat- 
Ford, Commiſſary of the Archdeacoury of 
Richmond, who was the Founder, and left 
three hundred pounds to the _— is plac- 
ed in the council room. 


BLUE COAT HOSPITAL. 
: The Blue Coat Hoſpital, ſituate near the 


Northgate, was founded by Bilhop" Strat- 
ford, 


rat- 


ford, 
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ford, (uncle to the Commiſſary, ) in the 


year 1706. Thirty- five boys are main- 
tained four years, and then put out ap- 
prentices to ſea, or buſineſs. The annual 
ſubſcription, and benefactions, to this cha- 
rity, are inſtances, amongſt many others 
of the bountiful liberality, and beneficence, 
of the inhabitants of this city and neigh- 
bourhood. 

One hundred and twenty four boys are 
alſo inſtructed in reading, writing, and 


arithmetic. 


Here is likewiſe a charitable inſtitution 
for the education of ten girls,” eight of 
them are maintained in board, lodging, 
and cloaths, for four years; the other 
two have only cloaths. At the time they 


leave the ſchool, they are allowed forty 


ſhillings, and placed out to ſervice, This 
charity is ſupported by ladies. 
ALMS MEN, 

+ There | is alſo a charitable inſtitution in 
this city, for thirty-three decayed freemen, 
of upwards of ſixty years of age, who are 
allowed four pounds yearly, and a gown 
every third year. They go in proceſſion 


before the Mayor to church on 
days, when they are allowed one ſhil- 


| ling and a beverage,
